policy  to  deal  with  that  problem  is  one  of  his  most  urgent 
projects.  He  praised  Congress  for  its  quick  passage  of  the 
emergency  natural  gas  act  he  signed  hours  earlier. 

“But  the  real  problem  -  our  failure  to  plan  for  the 
future  or  to  take  energy  conservation  seriously  -  started 
long  before  this  winter  and  will  take  much  longer  to 
solve,”  he  said. 

“This  winter  has  made  us  a}l  realize  that  we  have  to 
act,”  he  said. 

Seeming  to  suggest  that  his  call  for  lowered  thermostats 
in  wintertime  become  a  permanent  part  of  American  life, 
he  said: 

“All  of  us  must  learn  to  waste  less  energy.  Simply  by 
keeping  our  thermostats  at  65  degrees  during  the  daytime 
and  55  degrees  at  night,  we  could  save  half  the  current 
shortage  of  natural  gas.” 


Carter  said  he  will  complete  by  April  20  a  long-term 
energy  program  emphasizing  conservation.  He  said  the 
nation  now  wastes  more  energy  than  it  imports 

“We  must  face  the  fact  that  the  energy  -  shortage  is 
permanent,”  he  said.  “There  is  no  way  we  can  solve  it 
quickly. 

“But  if  we  all  cooperate  and  make  modest  sacrifices,  if 
we  learn  to  live  thriftily  and  remember  the  importance  of 
helping  our  neighbors,  then  we  can  find  ways  to  adjust  and 
to  make  our  society  more  efficient  and  our  lives  more 
productive.” 

In  his  first  television-radio  report  to  the  voters  who 
elected  him,  Carter  declared: 

“As  President,  I  will  not  be  able  to  provide  everything 
that  every  one  of  you  might  like.  I  am  sure  to  make 
mistakes.” 


“But  I  can  promise  you  that  you  will  never  have  the 
feeling  that  your  needs  are  being  ignored  or  that  we  have 
forgotten  who  put  us  in  office.” 

After  listing  a  series  of  administration  goals  ranging  from 
the  formulation  of  a  comprehensive  energy  policy  to 
efforts  at  bettering  relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  and 
China,  Carter  again  paid  tribute  to  former  President  Gerald 
R.  Ford  as  he  concluded  his  talk  with  an  appeal  fof  “joint 
efforts  and  mutual  sacrifice.” 

“With  the  help  of  my  predecessor,”  he  said,  “we  have 
come  through  a  very  difficult  period  in  our  nation’s 
history.  But  for  almost  10  years,  we  have  not  had  a  sense 
of  common  national  interest. 

“.  .  .  Because  of  the  division  in  our  country,  many  of  us 
cannot  remember  a  time  when  we  really  felt  united.”

The  defendant  was  in  violation  of 
Executive  Council  By-law  1-1,  Section 
IV  A,  which  states:  “Campaigning  shall 
be  defined  as  the  use  of  any  graphic  or 
other  materials  .  .  .  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  votes.  Contacting  individuals 
to  work  on  the  campaign  shall  be 
defined  as  soliciting  votes  if  there  is  no 
referral  or  connection  between  the 
election  worker  and  the  person 
solicited.” 

He  was  also  in  violation  of  Section 
IV,  D-l,  which  states  “There  will  be  no 
campaigning  all  day  Sunday,”  and  D-3, 
which  reads,  “No  campaigning  in 
Violation  of  BYU  On-campus  Housing 
Regulations  shall  be  allowed.” 

Housing  regulations  prohibit 
soliciting  votes  in  dorm  halls. 

This  is  the  first  year  an  election 
violations  court  has  been  organized 
within  the  common  court  system.  In 
previous  years  the  election  rules 
committee  has  had  authority  to 
investigate  and  penalize  election 
violations. 

Other  election  violation  courts  may 


be  convened  soon.  Kirk  Cullimore, 
assistant  to  the  attorney  general,  said 
he  knows  of  at  least  12  cases  now 
under  investigation,  which  is  significant 
because  campaigning  does  not  officially 
beigin  until  the  Nominations 
Convention,  still  a  month  away.  In  an 
election  rules  meeting  for  all 
prospective  candidates  held  last 
Thursday,  the  attorney  general  said  “a 
very  large  number  of  violations  have 
been  reported  to  my  office  already.” 

He  added  that  “nearly  100  per  cent” 
of  the  complaints  concerned  violations 
of  Section  IV  A.  He  listed,  as  examples 
of  common  violations,  group  meetings 
held  to  introduce  prospective 
candidates,  group  meetings  to  enlist 
campaign  workers  and  contacting 
without  referral  persons  not  known  by 
the  prospective  candidate. 

All  alleged  violations  reported  to  the 
attorney  general’s  office  will  be 
investigated,  Packer  said,  and 
prosecuted  if  there  is  reasonable  proof 
that  the  violation  occured. 

Packer  explained  office  policy  is  to 
meet  with  the  accused  and  the  student 
defender  to  review  the  alleged 
violation.

Counterfeit  money 
seized  by  agents 

Secret  Servi  ;  agents  seized  $5-6 
million  worth  of  counterfeit  $50  bills 
in  Orem  Wednesday. 

According  to  Orem  Police  Chief 
Robert  Wadman,  Secret  Service  agents 
picked  up  the  bills  at  50  W.  Center 
Street  in  Orem. 

Wadman  said  Orem  police  worked 
closely  with  the  agents  from  Salt  Lake 
City  on  the  investigation,  but  weren’t  a 
part  of  Wednesday’s  seizure.  When 
asked  why,  he  said  “that’s  a  good 
question  for  them  (Secret  Service)  to 
answer.” 

The  Associated  Press  reported  that 
the  Secret  Service  had  made  two  arrests 
in  Salt  Lake  City  Wednesday.  John 
Thornton  Richardson,  56,  and  his 
daughter,  Venla  Richardson,  21,  were 
arrested  by  agents  with  a  federal  search 
warrant. 

AP  reported  that  a  printing  press, 
ink,  paper,  and  camera  and  negatives 
for  making  $20  bills  were  found.  AP 
said  no  charges  had  been  filed  and  that 
Richardson  was  being  questioned  by 
the  Secret  Service  and  his  daughter  was 
being  held  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  county 
jail. 


Suit  raps  sex  bias  in  housing 
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The  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  has  filed  a  lawsuit 
against  the  Cedarcrest  Apartments  charging  sex 
discrimination  because  the  complex  segregates  male  and 
female  living  quarters  in  compliance  with  BYU  housing 
policies. 

The  suit  was  brought  before  the  U.S.  District  Court  in 
Salt  Lake  City  Wednesday.  It  was  filed  against  Paddy 
Associates,  owners  of  the  apartments,  and  AID  Associates, 
the  managers  of  the  apartments. 

The  suit  was  filed  in  behalf  of  Elaine  Joyce  Alston,  who 
said  she  tried  to  rent  a  $110  studio  apartment  at 
Cedarcrest  and  was  turned  down  because  the  unit  was  in 
the  male  section  of  the  apartments.  Later,  she  rented  an 
apartment  for  $135  in  the  female  section. 

Miss  Alston  is  not  a  student  at  BYU. 

Shirley  Pedler,  the  executive  director  of  the  ACLU’s 
Utah  affiliate,  said  Cedarcrest  was  in  violation  of  title  eight 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Act,  which  prohibits  housing 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex,  and  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

“We  want  to  serve  notice  that  non-compliance  with  title 


eight  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  will  not  go  uncontested  in 
this  state,”  she  said. 

BYU,  which  gives  university  approval  only  to  apartment 
complexes  that  abide  by  its  housing  policies,  “is  only 
peripherally  involved,”  said  Ms.  Pedler. 

“The  suit  is  not  against  BYU,”  she  said.  “Cedarcrest  is 
segregating  their  apartments  into  male  and  female  units. 
But  there  is  a  relationship.  They  are  doing  it  in  voluntary 
compliance  with  BYU’s  policy.” 

BYU’s  long-standing  policy  on  housing  states:  “BYU 
standards  do  not  allow  single  men  and  women  students  to 
be  occupants  of  the  same  apartment  hourse.  Where 
apartment  house  developments  are  composed  of  several 
separate  buildings,  students  of  the  opposite  sex  may  reside 
in  the  same  housing  area,  but  not  the  same  building.” 

Despite  the  lawsuit,  a  statement  released  by  the  BYU 
administration,  said  the  school  would  “continue  to 
encourage  landlords  to  follow  this  policy.  At  the  same 
time  BYU  encourages  landlords  to  provide  housing  equal 
in  price  and  quality  for  women  and  men.” 

Ms.  Pedler  said  that  if  the  plaintiff  gains  a  favorable 
ruling,  it  could  affect  all  apartment  complexes  in  Provo. 
No  date  has  been  set  for  the  hearing,  but  it  should  come 
shortly,  she  said.

Provo  considers  money  use 


After  hearing  a  proposal  to  include 
funds  for  a  historical  preservation 
study,  the  Provo  City  Commission  has 
taken  under  consideration 
recommendations  on  how  to  spend 
more  than  $1  million  the  city  will 
receive  from  the  federal  government. 

At  its  Tuesday  night  meeting,  the 
commission  held  a  public  hearing  on 
the  community  development  block 
grant  coming  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 


City  Planner  Leland  Gamette 
presented  the  budget  recommendations 
of  the  Community  Development 
Department  for  the  $1,065  million 
grant. 

Craig  Call,  chairman  for  the  Franklin 
neighborhood,  then  presented  a  letter 
signed  by  himself  and  four  other 
neighborhood  chairmen  of  the  central 
Provo  area.  The  letter  endorsed  the 
proposed  budget,  but  also  suggested  a 
$4,000  allocation  for  the  historical 
study. 

The  $4,000  would  be  used  to  join  a 


Utah  Heritage  Foundation  project  to 
study  ways  of  preserving  old 
neighborhoods.  Call  explained  that 
Provo  has  been  asked  by  the 
foundation  to  join  a  study  that  also 
includes  Mt.  Pleasant,  Logan,  and  Salt 
Lake  City  and  will  be  matched  by 
funds  from  the  National  Foundation  fo 
Arts. 

In  the  study,  programs  for  landmark 
and  neighborhood  preservation  would 
be  developed  for  Provo  by 
professionals.  Information  gathered 
from  the  four-city  study  would  be 


Carter  granted  authority 
to  redistribute  gas  supply 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Congress  granted  President 
Carter  emergency  powers  Wednesday  to  divert  natural 
gas  to  states  where  supplies  have  been  depleted  by  an 
unusually  bitter  winter. 

The  bill,  Carter’s  first  legislative  proposal,  was 
approved  by  the  House  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
sent  to  the  President  for  his  signature.  The  Senate 
approved  the  measure  earlier  in  the  day. 

The  action  gave  Carter  a  chance  to  sign  the 
legislation  into  law  before  his  Wednesday  night 
“fireside  chat”  to  the  nation. 

Although  the  bill  was  a  compromise  between 
versions  passed  in  each  chamber  earlier  in  the  week,  it 
provides  the  President  with  nearly  everything  he 
sought. 

The  legislation  gives  Carter  the  power  to  declare 
national  or  regional  natural  gas  emergencies  and  to 
order  gas  moved  from  state  to  state  to  keep  homes 
and  hospitals  warm. 

Designed  to  spread  out  the  shortage  more  evenly, 
the  bill  would  not  provide  immediate  aid  to  areas 
where  gas  supplies  are  running  dangerously  low. 
Energy  officials  indicated  that  any  emergency  gas 
transfers  will  probably  involve  shifting  gas  from  states 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  those  in  the  frigid 
East.  And  gas  only  moves  about  15  miles  per  hour  in 
pipelines. 


The  bill  also  will  do  nothing  for  factories  closed  by 
the  gas  shortages.  It  gives  Carter  authority  to  move 
gas  to  protect  life  and  property  but  not  to  reopen 
schools  and  factories. 

Many  of  those  closed  facotires,  in  fact,  could 
remain  shut  for  some  time,  the  Federal  Power 
Commission  says.  The  agency  says  factories  forced  to 
close  by  the  shortage  may  find  it  difficult  to  get 
enough  fuel  to  reopen  before  April  because  depleted 
natural  gas  reserves  must  be  replenished  first.  As 
many  as  1.5  million  workers  currently  are  out  of  jobs 
because  of  those  factory  closings. 

This  authority  lasts  though  April  30.  The  bill  also 
allows  pipelines  to  purchase  gas  through  July  31  at 
levels  above  current  federally  regulated  levels. 

“This  measure  is  very  temporary,  meant  only  to 
deal  as  best  we  can  with  the  current  crisis,”  Senate 
Majority  Leader  Robert  Byrd,  D-W.Va.,  said. 

The  President  plans  to  submit  a  long-range  bill  for 
dealing  with  energy  shortages  to  Congress  by  April 
20.  House  and  Senate  leaders  have  promised  to  give  it 
prompt  consideration.

“We’ll  be  giving  two  $2,500  Ford  Fellowships  for 
the  1977-78  academic  year,”  Dr.  Mortensen 
explained.

The  Technology  Department  is  presently  accepting 
applications  for  the  fellowships"  Any  qualified 
students  interested  in  graduate  research  studies  in 
computer  aided  manufacturing  are  encouraged  to 
apply.

Call  also  suggested  a  citizens’ 
advisory  committee  on  landmark  and 
historical  building  preservation  be 
formed  to  work  with  the  city  planning 
commission. 

The  commission  responded  favorably 
to  Call’s  suggestions  but  declined  to 
make  a  decision  on  them. 
Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall  said  the 
commission  wants  to  consider  all 
alternatives  before  deciding. 

Gamette  presented  the  following 
budget  for  the  grant:  $40,000  for 
low-income  and  elderly  persons’  home 
improvements;  $100,000  for  park 
improvements;  $25,000  for  curb, 
gutter  and  sidewalk  replacement; 
$300,000  for  water-line  improvements; 
$45,000  for.  5 1 r e e t  light ing 
improvements;  $70,000  for 
undergrounding  power  lines  behind 
Center  Street  in  downtown;  $55,000 
for  canal  improvements,  $200,000  for 
business  district  improvement;  $20,000 
for  tax  increment  financing  programs; 
$60,000  for  main-line  sewer 
improvements;  $50,000  for 
comprehensive  planning;  $70,000  for 
administration;  and  $30,000  for 
contingency. 

He  explained  that  the  $200,000 
business  district  improvement  would  go 
for  the  acquisition  of  a  building  to 
provide  arcade-type  access  from  Center 
Street  to  the  proposed  Provo  Plaza 
Hotel,  or  the  city  parking  lot  if  the 
hotei  is  not  built. 

Gamette  told  the  Daily  Universe  that 
the  city’s  budget  for  the  grant  must  be 
submitted  by  Feb.  15.

Jeffs  said  the  bill  would  not  exefnpt  licensed  films 
from  prosecution  under  tough,  local  antipornography 
laws. 

The  three-member  board  would  be  named  by  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
and  would  be  empowered  to  hire  staff  and  charge  fees 
for  licenses  based  on  the  length  of  all  films. 

Jeffs  said  the  bill  is  not  a  censorship  bill.  He  said  its 
constitutionality  has  been  upheld  by  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  because  it  is  closely  patterned  after  a 
Maryland  statute. 

In  amendments  to  the  state’s  pornography  laws, 
tools  have  been  added  for  prosecutors  and  private 
persons  wishing  to  combat  pornography. 

The  bill  provides  that  landlords  who  lease  theaters 
to  movie  operators  cpuld  cancel  their  leases  if  the 
operators  were  convicted  of  showing  an  obscene 
movie. 

Jeffs  said  film  projectionists  could  be  held  liable  for 
showing  pornographic  movies  under  provisions  in  the 
bill. 


Carter's  pardon 
faces  challenge 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A  group  including  Medal 
of  Honor  winners  and  former  prisoners  of  war 
filed  suit  in  federal  court  Wednesday  challenging 
the  legality  of  President  Carter’s  pardon  for  draft 
evaders. 

The  suit  said  the  pardon  is  vague  and  ambiguous, 
illegally  delegates  the  President’s  constitutional 
pardon  authority  to  Atty.  Gen.  Griffin  Bell, 
offends  the  equal  protection  clause  of  the  14th 
Amendment  and  violates  federal1  laws  governing 
citizenship.  President  Carter  and  Bell  were  named 
as  defendants  in  the  suit. 

The  suit  was  filed  in  U.S.  District  Court  by  the 
Foundation  of  Law  and  Society,  a 
Washington-based,  public-interest  law  foundation. 

Members  of  Congress  who  joined  in  the  suit 
included  Reps.  George  Hansen,  R-Idaho,  and  Larry 
McDonald,  D-Ga. 

The  suit  was  instigated  by  retired  Air  Force  Col. 
Norlan  Daughtrey  of  Albuquerque,  N.M., 
representative  of  the  ex-POW  movement. 

Medal  of  Honors  winners  who  joined  in  the  suit 
are  Col.  Leo  Thorsness  of  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.;  Col. 
Van  Barfoot  of  Ford,  Va.;  Tech.  Sgt.  Ralph 
Neppel  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa;  and  Col.  “Bud”  Day  of 
Eglin,  Fla. 

The  suit  said  Carter’s  order  pardoning  draft 
evaders  who  fled  the  country  is  void  because  he 
lacks  authority  to  restore  full  political  rights  to 
persons  who  are  not  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  that  the  law  says  that  a  person  who  leaves  the 
United  States  to  avoid  the  draft  loses  his 
citizenship.

The  clinic  also  offers  assistance  to  other 
members  of  the  community  on  a  sliding  fee 
basis  according  to  the  income  and  degree  of 
need  of  the  individual  client,  Dr.  Robert 
Stahmann,  director  of  the  clinic,  said. 

After  an  initial  interview  to  explain  the 
clinic’s  policies  and  fill  out  forms  on  the 
clients,  Dr.  Stahmann  carefully  assigns 
counselors  to  clients. 

He  explained  that  each  counselor-intern  is 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  one  of  five 
staff  members  who  belong  to  the  BYU 
faculty. 

The  Counselors  work  closely  with  Dr. 
Stahmann.  Each  counseling  session  is  taped 
and  reviewed  to  be  certain  that  client’s  needs 
are  being  met.  He  said,  “The  tapes  are 


confidential  and,  like  all  information  the 
clinic  gathers,  will  be  released  only  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  client.” 


The  BYU  training  program  and  clinic  are 
accredited  by  the  American  Association  of 
Marriage  and  Family  Counselors.  BYU, 
Syracuse  University  and  UCLA  have  the 
only  doctoral  programs  so  accredited, 
according  to  Dr.  Stahmann. 

All  aspects  of  an  intimate  relationship  are 
treated,  he  said.  Counseling  is  available  for 
financial,  communicative,  sexual,  pre-marital 
and  divorce  problems. 

“We  counsel  individuals,  couples  and 
families,  both  old  and  young.  We  deal  With 
the  gamut  of  personal  problems,”  said  Dr. 
Stahmann. 


The  clinic,  located  at  213  E.  700  North, 
Provo,  works  with  wards  arid  branches  in 
sponsoring  workshops  and  firesides  as  part 
of  the  clinic’s  program  of  preventive 
counseling.

(AP)  -  A 
federal  court  order  that  two  state 
universities  in  Tennessee  must  merge  to 
end  segregation  may  lead  to  the  first 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling  dealing  with 
integration  on  the  college  level,  lawyers 
in  the  case  say. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Frank  Gray 
Jr.  has  given  the  University  of 
Tennessee’s  Nashville  unit  three  years 
to  merge  with  Tennessee  State 
University. 

The  issue  was  not  segregation  of 

-  students  enforced  by  law  but  the 
continued  predominance  of  black 


students  at  Tennessee  State  since  the 
Supreme  Court  struck  down  separate 
schools  for  blacks  and  whites  in  1954, 
saying  they  resulted  in  unequal 
educational  opportunities. 

Tennessee  State  University,  which 
would  be  the  continuing  university 
under  Judge  Gray’s  order,  was  founded 
60  years  ago  for  black  students  when 
segregation  not  only  was  legal  but 
required  by  state  law. 

Blacks  remained  predominant  at 
Tennessee  State  because  of  tradition 
and  the  alternative  for  whites  of 
attending  the  University  of  Tennessee 


at  Nashville,  Gray  ruled  Monday. 

University  of  Tennessee  officials  and 
lawyers  were  confering  regarding  an 
.appeal,  but  lawyers  said  privately  an 
appeal  to  the  6th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  was  certain. 

The  lawsuit  was  filed  in  1968  by  a 
group  of  Tennessee  State  students  and 
supporters  seeking  to  block  expansion 
into  a  full-scale  campus  of  what  was 
then  a  University  of  Tennessee 
extension  center  in  Nashville. 

The  plaintiffs  contended  the 
existence  of  an  expanded  University  of 
Tennessee  campus  would  effectively 


prevent  whites  from  enrolling  at 
Tennessee  State.  UT-Nashville  was 
allowed  to  come  into  being,  but  the 
lawsuit  continued. 

During  the  ensuing  eight  years,  the 
state  tried  a  series  of  experiments, 
giving  TSU  exclusive  rights  to  teach 
certain  courses  and  UTN  exclusive 
rights  to  others. 

Judge  Gray  said  Monday  that 
Tennessee  State  nursing  and  business 
administration  classes  were  more  than 
90  per  cent  black  and  UTN  classes  in 
both  subjects  were  more  than  80  per 
cent  white.

Review 


Mezzo-soprano 
graces  Y  stage 


Frederica  von  Stade  has  been  called  the  “most 
exciting  American  musical  and  dramatic  personality 
to  grace  the  stage  in  years.”  Tuesday  night  she 
appeared  at  BYU.  Her  vibrant  mezzo-soprano  voice 
filled  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall  with  rich,  resonant 
low  tones  and  crystal-cleaT  high  notes. 

The  recital  selections  ranged  from  simple  English 
Renaissance  and  German  Lieder  to  complex  French 
art  songs  of  the  Contemporary  school.  This  wide 
variety  gave  her  concert  a  delightful  flair. 

It  was  evident  by  virtue  of  her  deft  expressions  and 
exhilarating  variety  of  musical  emotion  that  Miss  von 
Stade’s  knowledge  of  music  is  impeccable. 

By  using  apt  expression,  her  unparalleled  vocal 
technique,  and  putting  the  piano  and  her  beautiful 
gown  to  work  as  props,  she  was  dble  to  project  the 
music  to  the  listeners  and  literally  wrap  them  up  in  it. 

The  mezzo  surprised  the  audience  at  one  point  by 
making'  change  in  the  program.  Rather  than  sing 
Bellini’s  “Sorgi,  O  Padre,”  she  chose  to  sing  the  aria 
“Non  piu  mesta”  from  Rossini’s  opera,  “La 
Cenerentola”  (Cinderella). 


“Non  piu  mesta”  became  truly  a  highlight  of  the 
evening.  It  was  von  Stade  at  her  musical  best.  She 
exhibited  amazing  and  unsurpassed  vocal  dexterity  by 
hitting  every  note  in  the  descending  passages.  Her 
uncanny  trills  were  clean  and  crisp. 

It  is  difficult  to  describe  her  eloquence  of 
intonation.  Throughout  the  entire  recital,  music 
seemed  to  flow  out  of  her  effortlessly.  Unlike  some 
singers,  Miss  von  Stade  did  not  start  the  program 
poorly  and  get  progressively  better;  she  started  out 
great  and  remained  great  throughout  the 
performance.

No  schools  were  mentioned 
at  thymeeting,  but  officials  say  there  is 
a  list  of  applicants. 

The  six  presidents  reviewed  for  the 
Arizona  schools  the  conference  code, 
signed  by  all  eight  presidents. 

“Any  withdrawing  member 
shall  .  ..play  all  approved  athletic 
competitions  scheduled  with  other 
members  in  accordance  with  the 
governing  contracts  unless  such 
competitions  are  waived  by  written 
consent  of  parties  affected,”  the  code, 
signed  in  1 962,  says. 

The  six  presidents  said,  in  the 
statement,  that  they  accept  the  fact  the 
two  Arizona  universities  are  leaving  the 
WAC  and  are  joining  the  PAC-8  in  the 
fall.  It  said  the  presidents  “wish  them 
well.” 

“The  continuing  WAC  presidents 
want  the  transition  effected,  however, 
in  a  manner  that  will  not  work  a 
hardship  on  athletic  scheduling  for  the 
six  continuing  schools,”  the  statement 
said.  “Further,  they  are  committed  to 
substituting  games  with  comparable 
opponents  or  by  conference  expansion 
as  rapidly  as  possible  in  order  not  to 
work  undue  hardship  upon  the  Arizona 
schools,”  the  presidents  said. 

The  statement  added,  however,  that 
“until:  arrangements  are  made  to  the 
mutual  satisfac tion  of  concefne d 
universities,  the  WAC  expects  Arizona 
schools  to  honor  current 
commitments.”

Entries  due  soon 


for  1980  Summer  Olympics

The  BYU  Intramurals  Office  will 


MOSCOW  (AP)  -  The  National 
Broadcasting  Co.,  culminating  lengthy 
negotiations  which  went  down  to  the 
final  hours,  has  won  the  United  States 
television  rights  for  the  1980  Summer 
Olympics. 

The  network  purchased  the  rights  for 
an  estimated  $80  million  -  a  figure 
which  includes  $35  million  for  the 
rights  and  the  rest  for  technical 
facilities. 

The  contract  was  signed  Tuesday  and 
approved  by  the  International  Olympic 
Committee. 

“We  are  delighted  to  have  been 
successful  in  arranging  to  bring  to 
American  audiences  the  1980  Olympics 
in  Moscow  and  the  American 
participation  in  this  international  event 
of  the  first  magnitude,”  said  NBC 
President  Herb  Schlosser  in  a  statement 
issued  in  New  York. 

“NBC  will  mount  a  production  effort 
which  in  terms  of  people,  facilities  and 
air  time  will  reflect  this  importance  to 
the  viewing  public.” 

Schlosser  said  details  of  the  contract 
and  production  plans  will  be  disclosed 
at  a  news  conference  in  the  near  future. 

The  awarding  of  the  rights  climaxed 
lengthy  negotiations  which,  at  the 
point,  involved  four  entires  —  the  three 
major  networks  and  the  Santa  Corp. 
CBS  dropped  out  of  the  bidding  last 
week,  saying  the  venture  appeared 
risky.  And  Satra,  a  New  York-based 
international  trading  company, 


apparently  was  excluded  by  the  IOC. 
IOC  financial  secretary  Monique 
Berlioux,  who  was  present  for  the 
signing,  said  the  committee  “thought  it 
was  better  to  have  a  real  television 
organization,” 

Satra,  in  a  statement  issued  in  New 
York,  by  company  chairman  Ara 
Oztemel,  said  it  had  signed  a  “letter  of 
intent”  with  the  Russians  and: 
threatened  legal  action  against  NBC 
and  its  parent  organization,  RCA,  if  the 
agreement  went  through.  After  NBC 
officially  signed  the  contract,  Satra 
Officials  said  their  lawyers  planned  to 
take  the  network  to  court  and  seek 
damages. 

NBC  announced  it  had  won  the 
rights  Sunday  night,  but  an  ABC 
delegation,  headed  by  Roone  Ar ledge, 
president  of  ABC  Sports,  kept  up 
negotiations  through  Tuesday. 

When  NBC  finally  had  signed  a 
binding  agreement  with  the  Russians, 
Arledge  said:  “It  is  an  awesome 
undertaking,  and  I  wish  them  the  best 
of  luck.” 

In  New  York,  ABC  Sports  President 
Frederick  Pierce  issued  a  statement 
saying  that  the  network’s  negotiators 
went  to  Moscow  with  a  competitive  bid 
to  seek  clarification  of  Soviet 
intentions  and  were  fold  upon  arrival 
that  an  agreement  already  had  been 
reached  with  NBC. 

“We  deeply  regret  that  the  American 
viewing  public  will  be  deprived  of  the 


experience  and  expertise  gained  by 
ABC  Sports  in  televising  six  of  the  last 
seven  games.” 

ABC  has  televised  seven  Olympic 
Games,  including  the  laist  three.  NBC’s 
previous  experience  consists  of  the 
1964/ Summer  Games  in  Tokyo  and  the 
1972  Winter  Games  in  Sapporo,  Japan. 
ABC  paid  $25  million  to  televise  the 
Montreal  Olympics. 

Of  the  $35  million  for  the  rights,  the 
Soviets  will  receive  $22.4  million  and 
the  IOC  $12.6  million.

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  Bob  Gaillard,  coach  of 
college  basketball’s  top-ranked  team,  indicated 
Tuesday  that  his  University  of  San  Francisco  Dons 
have  heard  the  loud  footsteps  of  No.  2  ranked  UCLA. 

“It  looks  like  UCLA  has  arrived,  and  this  is  a  nice 
time  of  the  season  to  arrive,”  Gaillard  said  of  Gene 
Bartow’s  Pacific-8  team.  He  added,  “Marques 
Johnson  is  probably  the  best  college  player  in  the

Meanwhile,  the  unbeaten  Dons,  by  Gaillard’s 
admission,  “survived”  two'  tough  games  with  West 
Coast  Athletic  Conference  rival  Santa  Clara. 

San  Francisco,  21-0,  UCLA,  along  with 
fourth-ranked  Nevada-Las  Vegas  could  make  up 
three-fourths  of  the  field  in  the  NCAA  Tournament’s 
Western  Regional  at  Provo  March  17  and  19.

The  Dons,  who  trailed  by  16  points  early  in  the 
segond  half  at  Santa  Clara,  pulled  out  a  71-70  win 
Saturday  night  on  guard  Chubby  Cox’  field  goal  with 
two  seconds  remaining. 

USF  plays  at  home  Friday  night  against  St.  Mary’s, 
1-4  in  the  WCAC,  and  on  Saturday  night  against  a 
Nevada-Reno  team  which  has  lost  only  once  in  the 
conference,  Nevada’s  6-foot- 10  center  Edgar  Jones, 
the  WCAC’s  leading  scorer  and  rebounder,  is 
described  as  “frightening”  by  Gaillard,  who  will 
counter  with  6-1 1  Bill  Cartwright. 

California  Coach  Dick  Edwards,  whose  young  team 
is  1-3  in  the  Pac-8,  said  Tuesday  he  considers  UCLA, 
tied  at  4-1  with  Washington  for  the  Pacific-8  lead,  the 
conference  favorite  now. 

“UCLA  had  a  great  win  at  Notre  Dame  two  weeks 
ago,  a  very  meaningful  one  because  it  gave  them 
confidence,”  he  said.  “They’ve  got  to  be  the  favorite. 
However,  I  would  suggest  they  can  be  beaten  again.”

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Food  prices  rise , 
AP  survey  shows 


Bigger  grocery  bills  are  sending 
shivers  up  and  down  the  spines  of 
consumers.  An  Associated  Press 
m  a  rketbaskct  survey  shows 
supermarket  prices  went  up  last  month, 
with  most  of  the  boosts  affecting  food 
products. 

The  AP  drew  up  a  random  list  of  15 
commonly  purchased  food  and 
nonfood  items,  checked  the  price  at 
one  supermarket  in  each  of  1 3  cities  on 
March  1,  1973  and  has  rechecked  on  or 
-  about  the  start  of  each  succeeding 
month. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  weight  the 


AP  survey  results  according  to 
population  density  or  in  terms  of  what 
per  cent  of  a  family’s  actual  grocery 
outlay  each  item  represents. 

Among  the  latest  findings: 

-The  marketbasket  bill  increased 
during  January  at  the  checklist  store  in 
10  of  the  survey  cities.  The  average  rise 
was  4  per  cent.  The  bill  decreased  at 
the  checklist  store  in  two  cities,  down 
an  average  seven-tenths  of  a  per  cent, 
and  was  unchanged  in  one  city.  A 
13-city  average  of  the  marketbasket 
bills  at  the  checklist  stores  showed  an 
increase  of  3  per  cent  last  month. 


in  12  cities  was  higher  this  Feb.  1  than 
it  was  a  year  ago.  The  average  increase 
was  9.4  per  cent.  The  only  exception 
was  Chicago,  where  coffee  -  responsible 
for  much  of  the  price  boost  elsewhere  - 
was  unavailable  at  the  checklist  store  in 
the  requested  size  and  brand  and 
therefore  could  not  be  included  in  the 
total.

Dr.  Phyllis  Jacobson,  department 
chairman  of  Women’s  Physical 
Education,  was  one  of  two  recipients 
of  the  1977  Southwest  District  Honor 
Award  of  the  American  Alliance  for 
Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  (AAHPER). 

The  award  comes  in  recognition  of 
Dr.  Jacobson’s  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  profession  of 
physical  education,  according  to  the 
letter  from  AAHPER. 

She  was  chosen  from  candidates 
from  Arizona,  California,  Hawaii, 
Nevada,  New  Mexico  and  Utah. 

Since  coming  to  BYU  in  1957,  Dr. 
Jacobson  has  taught  in  elementary  and 
secondary  physical  education 
programs,  served  as  archery,  skiing  and 
golf  coach  and  according  to  a  handout 
from  the  College  of  Physical 
Education,  has  been  instrumental  in 
teaching,  structuring  and  revising  the 
women’s  physical  education  teacher 
preparation  program.

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CARE  representative  finds  purpose  in  life 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Itchy  feet  combined 
with  shock  at  the  conditions  she  saw  in  her 
travels  several  years  ago  prompted 
23-year-old  Susan.  Bailey  to  exchange  a 
comfortable  home  for  a  rugged  life  in  Haiti. 

“Traveling  for  two  summers  in  Asia  and 
Africa  really  opened  my  eyes  to  the  hunger 
and  poverty  in  the  world,”  said  the  slim, 
soft-spoken  Miss  Bailey.  “Seeing  children  so 
skinny,  begging  without  clothes,  people 
lying  in  the  street  homeless  without  any 
means  of  support,  got  to  me.” 


A  field  representative  with  CARE,  the 
international  aid  and  development  agency, 
she  supervises  some  20  men  and  is  in  direct 
charge  of  60  food-for-work  projects  in  which 
people  pr'ovide  the  labor  in  exchange  for 
food  in  northern  and  northeastern  areas  of 
Haiti. 

The  projects  include  construction  of  water 


and  irrigation  systems,  roads,  schools  and 
dispensaries,  as  well  as  reforestation.  She  is 
also  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
CARE  feeding  programs  at  675  institutions, 
including  schools,  orphananges  and  hospitals 
throughout  the  country . 

“Seeing  children  once  dulled  by 
malnutrition  now  alert,  clear-eyed  and  eager 
to  learn  tells  me  I  have  finally  found  a  real 
purpose  in  my  life,”  Miss  Bailey  said  on  a 
visit  to  New  York. 

“I’m  helping  other  people,  but  the 
experience  is  also  helping  me  a  great  deal. 
It’s  maturing  and  rewarding.” 


Miss  Bailey,  who  averages  70  miles  a  week, 
traveling  about  half  of  every  month,  often 
travels  alone  by  jeep  over  rough  dirt  roads 
and  by  foot,  backpacking  along  treacherous 
mountain  trails. 

“I  drove  about  two  hours  by  jeep  and  then 


walked  almost  three  hours  up  the  steep  path. 
It’s  almost  too  steep  even  for  animals,”  she 
said,  describing  a  typical  trip  made  recently 
in  the  zone  of  Valliere.  “On  my  first  trip 
down  another  mountain  pass,  my  horse 
slipped  out  from  under  me,  so  now  I  trust 
my  own  feet  more  than  even  donkeys. 


“The  night  I  arrived  at  the  village,  I 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  local  community 
council  of  about  45  people,  mostly  men, 
who  decided  that  polluted  water  was  the 
community’s  worst  problem.  The  water, 
drawn  from  some  distance  from  a  river  that 
is  also  used  for  laundry  and  animals,  often 
causes  illness  and  there  is  no  medical  care  in 
the  area.” 

Construction  of  a  water  system,  which 
Miss  Bailey  approved  for  CARE,  will  get 
underway  shortly.

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Y  teachers 
take  survey 

Two  BYU  professors 
are  in  Bolivia  to  conduct 
a  survey  for  the  Bolivian 
government. 

According  to  Dr. 
Doyle  Buckwalter, 
assistant  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Government 
Services,  Dr.  Stephen  L. 
Brower  and  Dr.  Dee  W. 
Henderson  of  the  Master 
of  Public  Administration 
(MPA)  program  left  for 
La  Paz,  Bolivia  Sunday. 

Dr.  Brower  said  they 
will  be  conducting  a 
preliminary  survey  to 
determine  the  feasibility 
of  establishing 
management  training 
programs  in  Bolivia.  The 
study  was  requested  and 
is  being  sponsored  by  the 
National  Association  of 
the  Partners  of  America 
(NAPA),  a  private 
voluntary  people-to- 
people  program  between 
the  U.S.  and  Latin 
America,  and  the  Agency 
for  International 
Development  (AID). 

‘‘The  trip  is  a 
continuation  of  the 
Utah-Bolivia  Partnership 
program  established  in 
1964,”  said  Dr.  Brower. 
“BYU  was  chosen  to 
conduct  the  study 
because  of  its  extensive 
work  in  Latin  America  in 
the  development  of 
community  education.” 

After  the  study  has 
been  completed,  it  will 
be  submitted  to  NAPA 
and  AID.  If  it  proves 
positive,  Dr.  Brower  said, 
bids  will  be  accepted 
from  Utah  universities 
and  private  foundations 
to  conduct  the  program. 

Dr.  Brower  worked 
with  the  Venezuelan 
government  in  1965-67 
in  a  similar  advisory 
capacity.  He  also  served 
as  president  of  the 
Colombia-Venezuela 
Mission  from  1968-71.
